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Continued Prosecution Application/Status of the Claims 



The request with amendments and Middaugh Declaration filed on 30 April 2002 for a 
Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) under 37 CFR L53(d) based on parent Application 
No. 09/350,327 is acceptable and a CPA has been established. An action on the CPA follows. 
Claims 1-10 and 21-22 have been presented for examination. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Middaugh 
Declaration and Zong et al. reference have been carefully considered. The arguments in the 
response and Middaugh Declaration are found persuasive that Zong et al. carefully removed 
aggregated protein as precipitate prior to pressure-assisted refolding of CPO. The spectral data in 
Figures 5, 6 and 7 of Zong et al. do not show the characteristic light-scattering effects, for 
example, that are diagnostic for aggregation of protein. Accordingly, Zong et al. does not 
anticipate or reasonably suggest refolding protein aggregates by pressure assisted refolding as 
instantly claimed.
